was abundant and good for a longer 
season than usual. Hay was also abun- | 
dant and a large surplus has been pro- 
vided. Cattle and live stock generally 
have been free from disease, and are 
now generally in excellent condition. 
On the whole the farming community 
of this district are commencing the 
winter under most favorable conditions. 
The business of the year has been fair 
ly good, but owing to low prices of 
produce and the financial depression 
elsewhere it has not been as profitable 
as was expected. The fur trade show- 
ed an increase in volume over last year. 
A greater quantity of gold was mined 
on the river. The immigration was as 
large as could reasonably be expected,or 
as was desirable considering the poor 
circumstances of many of the immi- 
grants. Although the immigration was 
so large it did not make any very great 
difference to the trade of the place, 
partly because of the system pursued 
by the immigrants of outfitting them- 
selves at Winnipeg or other eastern 
points; the rate on settlers effects being 
so much lower than the ordinary com- 
mercial rate that they can do this ata 
profit. Although the settlers coming 
in were not asarule very well off in 
cash, they were all farmers, all are now 
on their claims and developing them as 
quickly as hard work can do it, and in 
another year or two when their crops 
have yielded their return the effect of 
their presence will begin to be felt. 
The experiment made by the Edmon- 
ton creamery company last season al- 
though not immediately successful 
financially has shown the way to finan- 
cial success, which will no doubt be 
followed by that company next season 
and by other companies as well. The 
wet blanket on the business situation 
is the low price of farm produce. This 
is partly due to low prices elsewhere 
and partly to excessive freight rates. 
Even were the rates not plainly exces- 
sive as compared with the rates given 
other points, this district and every 
other in the country is entitled to such 
rate as will enable its produce to reach 
a market and leave a living price to 
the producer. To bring this about 
would be the most vigorious immigra- 
tion policy that the government and 
the railway company could enter upon 
and the one that would be most certain- 
ly successful, It will be the constant 
effort of this paper in common with 
everyone interested in the district to 
keep this suggestion constantly and 
prominently before the government 
and railway authorities, with the view 
of ‘still further increasing the causes of 
thankfulness already in this region at

.» BALLOTING BY COLOR. 

The Regina Standard in alluding to 
the Northwest ballot Jaw proves to its 
own satisfaction, lst that the ordinance 
Goes not provide that the ballot shall 
be counted according to the color which 
appears on its face, without regard to 
the shape of the marking, and 2nd, 
that on general principles only ballots 
marked in the form of an X should be 
counted, In regard to the first point: 
Section 37 reads that the deputy re- 
turning officer “shall count the number 
cast for each candidate according to the 
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‘color marked upon the face of each 
ballot paper.” The proviso of the same 
| section as to what shall be considered a 
| spoiled ballot reads “If from any 
‘eause the intention of any voter has 
not been made apparent by the color of 
the mark or marks on a ballot paper ” 
ete , ete., such paper shall be consider- 
ed a spoiled ballot paper. If the main 
part of the section does not make it 
perfectly clear that color and color 
only shall count, certainly the proviso 
describing minutely what and what 
only shall constitute a spoiled ballot 
paper,and in which no mention is made 
of a ballot paper being spoiled 
by being marked otherwise than 
with an X; should do so. The 
Standard and some of the returning 
officers seem to have been confused on 
this point by the direction contained in 
a previous section, 22, which is given 
by the depaty returning officer to the 
voter namely, that he is to mark his 
ballot in the form of an X. They 
jump to the conclusion that because he 
is directed to do so if he does 
not do it he shall lose his vote. That 
is not the intent of the ordinance. 
The direction is given because the X is 
the common and most distinct and con- 
venient form. If the voter does not 
choose to follow the direction his vote 
is counted just the same, but if, as the 
Standard suggests, he has marked his 
ballot otherwise in order that his vote 
may be identified, he becomes liable to 
the penalty provided in section 86, 
namely a fine not exceeding $100 and 
costs. The idea is that the voter 
should be held responsible for his own 
acts, and be punished for his own 
offences, rather than that anelection con- 
test should turn, as so many do turn, 
on the mismarking of one or more 
ballots, in most cases done by accident. 


A SQUEAL. 
The South Edmonton News signal- 


izes its second issue by an article 


addressed to speculators, pointing gut the 
disadvantages real and imaginary under 


which Edmonton labors in not being 
situated at South Edmonton. It is 
really too bad of course that everybody 
cannot live and do business at South 
Edmonton and altogether unaccount- 
able that so many pecple do not want 
to. But the speculators to whom the 
News so particularly and almost patheti- 
cally addresses itself are scarcely likely 
to be influenced by its information or 
arguments in favor of its place of publi- 
cation, when its article clearly shows 
that notwithstanding the disadvantages 
of deep valley and broad river to be 
crossed to reach the railway, the busi- 
ness of the country is still practically 
done in Edmonton, the only and 
original Edmonton—spelled with a 
large capital “ E,” and don’t forget it. 
No doubt there are certain disadvant- 
agesin the situation of Edmonton, 
which disadvantages it is the effort and 
object of the citizens to overcome in 
good time,—as they certainly will be 
In the meantime, if there 
were no compensating advantages 
weighing in favor of Edmonton no 
doubt it would soon lose the trade of 
the country ; but the fact that it has 
not lost that trade and on the contrary 
is increasing its trade every month and 
year proves without any other evidence 
that theSe compensating and more than 
compensating advantages as compared 
with other places, exist. What Ed- 
monton is and has it does not owe to 
government favor or to the influence of 
speculators. It is what it is, and has 
what it has, by reason of natural ad- 
vantages and the improvement of those 
advantages by its inhabitants, not to 
the detriment or to decry~or injure any 
other part of the country or any other 
place in the country, but to the advan- 
age of the whole country and of every 
place in reach of its influence. It is to 
everyone’s advantage that there should 
be large and well stocked stores, whole- 
sale houses, banks and all the other 
accesories of commerce and civilization 
somewhere in this region, and in the 
concentration of these at Edmonton, 
nobody is hurt unless it may be some 
real estate speculators who gambled 
on the concentration of business tak- 
ing place’at some other point. 

No doubt Edmonton is at something 
of a disadvantage in doing business

on account of the present inconvenient 
situation of the railway terminus. 
But these disadvantages will be over- 
come. It is cheaper to bridge the river 
and build the railway to the town than 
to move the town to the railway, even 
if that were necessary in the interests 
of the town alone. But the bridge 
will have to be built and the railway 
extended to meet the needs of the 
country irrespective of the town, and 
the chief care that Edmonton has in 
the matter is, in common with South 
Edmonton, namely, that when the 
bridge is built and the railway extend- 
ed across the river it shall be at this 
point. In the meantime the lack of 
better communication with the railway 
station helps to secure the trade of the 
north side of the river to Edmonton, 
on the principle that it is cheaper for 
one merchant to bring his goods across 
the river than it is for his two or 
three hundred customers to cross the 
river to buy on the south side. The 
same is true to a certain extent in the 
case of grain sold for shipment, as the 
grain business hitherto done and the 
additional grain warehouses now being 
erected amply testify. The fact of the 
largest area of arable land in the 


vicinity of Edmonton lying on 
the north side of the liver 


plainly gives Edmonton the advantage 
in regard to the bulk of the grain trade 
of the district. When to this advant- 
age in respect of the immediate vicinity 
is added the advantage as to the trade 
of the far north—the Mackenzie basin 
and the Peace river—an area of 1,500 
by 800 miles, it is not difficult to see 
how Edmonton holds its own and con- 
stantly improves its position, notwith- 
standing present railway disadvantages 
and government neglect, and how it is 
likely to continue to do so irrespective 
of the editorial remarks of the News. 
This is a big country. There is room 


in it for more than one or two people or. 


institutions or towns or even cities. If 
there were not it would not be worth 
muceh. Under such circumstances it 
is poor business to decry any part of 
the country or any place in it, especial- 
ly if the suspicion of business jealousy 
necessarily attaches to ‘the unfavorable 
criticism. The people of to-day, specu- 
lators included, are sharp enough to 
notice the motive and discount the 
criticism accordingly. Suckers are not 
taking bait readily at present.
